In becember of 1977, the Congress enacted the Career Education 
Incentive Act (Public Law 95-207). This^Jeg^islation provided for a five- 
year Federal/State effort in career education, beginning in Fiscal Year 
i979 and ending in Fiscal Year 19S3. 

The Career Education Incentive Act has been published in its entirety in 
the Federal Register of December 18, 1978 (Volume ^3, Number 2^3, 
pages 58921 through 5S926), The Federal Regulations for the 
implementatioh of the Act have been published in the Federal Register of 
October 17^ 1979 (Volume 'f^f. Number 202, pages 60022 through 60029). 

The Career Education Incentive Act, under Section 13, provides that the 
Office of Career Educatidh created pursuant to Sectidri ^^06 of the 
Education Amendments of 197* (Public Law 93-3S0) shall be the Federal 
agency responsible for administering Public Law 95-207. Accordingly, in 
May of 1979 a total of $19,500,000 was made available to the Office of 
Career Education from the Fiscal Year 1979 appropriations, for the 
initiation of the first year of activities under the Career Education 
Incentive Act. 



Under the provisions of Section 5(aK2)(A) of Public Law 95-207, the Office 
of Career Education reserved $500,000 of the Fiscal Year 1979 funding for 
a contract with InterAmeriea Research Associates for the conduct of a 
series of mini-cbnference;s, four regional conferences, and a national 
conference on the relationshipts of community based organizations to 
career education* A summary description of this activity will be found in 
Appendix A, 

Under the provisions of Sectibri 5Ca)(2)(B) of Public Law 95-207* the Office 
of Career Education reserved $20^*000 of the Fiscal Year 1979 funding for 
the purposes specified in Section 12 of the Act. These purposes are: (a) 
dissemination of information about Federal sources of occupational and 
career information, and (b) dissemination of inforrriatipn about exeniplary 
career education programs which are already in operation* The activity 
addressing Section 12(a) was carried out in collaboration with the National 
Pi^^^P^J^^Pr^i Jn^f^r"!^?^^ ^ommittee^{NdICC)* A summary 

description of this activity wijl be found in Appendix B-1. The activity 
addressing Section 12(b) was cam out with funds which the Office of 
Career Education transferred to the National Diffusion Network (NDN)i 
A summary description of this activity Vv^ill be found in Appendix B-2* 

Under^the provisions of JSectioji 5(a)(2)(C)^ of Public Law 95-207, $100,000 
of the Fiscal Year 1979 funding were rese'-yed for evaluation purposes. 
The Office Career Education transferred these funds to the Office o| 
Evaluation arid Dissemination (OED)* OED^ in tUrnj used the furids ih 
cbnjunctiori with some of its own funding to support the first phase of a 
projected two^phase contract with the American Institutes for Research, 
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It was envisioned that the first phase of the contract, supported with 
Fiscal Year 1979 funds, would consist of ah evaluability assessment of 
the Public Law 95^207 career education program, and that the second 
phase, supported with Fiscal Year 1980 funds, would consist of a rapi^^ 
feedback evaluation aimed at providing a preliminary estimate ^^^^^ 
program performance. A summary descriptipn of this evaluation 
activity will be found in Appendix C. 

Under the provisions of Section 5(a)(2)(D) of Public Law 95-207,^ the 
Office of Career Education reserved $200,000 of the Fiscal Year 1979 
funds for distribution to the Insular Areas, with each Insular Area to 
receive a pro rata share ori the basis of its population agod 5 to 18. 
These funds, which were awarded to the Insular Areas in June of 
1979, were distributed as follows:

After the funds had been reserved for items_A, B, C, and D of 
Section 5(a)(2) of Public Law 95-207, the remainder of the Fiscal 
Year 1979 funding, amounting to $18,500,000, was available for 
distribution to the States, the D^is^trjcj of ColumW the 
Commonwealth of Puerto Rico, under the provisions of Section 5(a)(1) 
of the Act. Section 5(a)(1) specif ies that the available funding will b^ 
allocated to the participating States on the basis of ^each State's 
population aged 5 to 18, with the provision that no participating State 
will be allotted less than $125,000. 

In the Spring of 1979, forty-nine of the States, as well as the District 
of Golumbia and tKe Cbmmonwealth of Puerto Rico, submitted the 
assurances called for under Section 6 of Public Law 95-207 and 
applied for parjticipatiori in the career education State allotrnent 
program under Section 5(a)(1) of the Act. The applican^ts included ajl 
of the States excepi New Mexico. Accordingly, in June and 3uly of 
1979 the Fiscal Yer. 1979 funding for Section 5(a)(1) was distributed 
as follows:

In Jiccordahce with the provisions of the tydings Amendment, Section 
* 12(b) of the General Education Provisions Act (Pabllc taw 90-247_as 
amerided)i these Fiscai Year 1979 funds could be used by the^S^^^ in the 
fiscal year in which appropriated and in the succeed^^ 
meant, for practical purposes, that the funds woujd be used by the States 
in the school year 1 97 9-- 19ad._ The States <:ould use the funds for the types 
of activities described in Section S of PubHc taw 95-207, with the overall 
purpose of assisting in __the development of comprehensive 
elementary/secondary career education iprograms in local educational 
agencies. Public taw 95^207 required that the funds be administered by 
the State educational agency and that the career education activities be 
coordinated by a State official designated as the State Coordinator of 
Career Education* 

Subsequently, in the Spring of 1980^ the States of Nevada and South 
Dakota /decided not to {>roceed with_ the irnplemehtatidri of career 
education activities under Public taw 9^207. These two States returned 
their Fiscal Year 1979 funding, totalling $250,775, to the Federal 
Government and withdrew from participation in the Career Education 
Incentive Act. Cprisequehtly, in the final analysis the Fiscal Y^ar 1979 
career educatioh State allotment program under Section 5(a)(1) of Public 
taw 95-207 actually included forty-seyen States, th^e District of 
Columbia, and the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico and involved a total of 
$18,2^^9,225 of Federal funding. 

Within the framework of Section 8 of Public taw 95-207^ the scop)e and 
nature of the career education activities carried/out with Fiscal Year 
1979 funds in the participating States varied considerably from State to 
State. Information about the activities conducted in a particular State 
can be obtained by contacting the State Coordinator of Career Education 
in the State educational ageacy of the State concerned. A listing of the 
State Coordinators of Career Eduation will be found in Appendix D.

Section 12(a) of the Career Education 'Incentive Act (Public Law 95-207) 
calls for the U,S. Comrnissioner of Educatibri, after consultation with the 
other members^ af_ the National pccupatiohal Information Coordinating 
Cprnmittee (NOICC), to furnish information to interested parties about 
"Federal programs which gather, analyze, and disseminate occupational 
arid career irif brmatibri." 

Cbrisultatioris with NOICC early in Fiscal Year 1979 (the first year of 
operation of Public Lav^^ 95-207) indjcated that NOICC had already 
arranged for the development of the manuscript of a publication to be 
entitled NQICC-Relatedi^tiyities; A Review of Federal ProRrarris, It 
was determined ^hat this publication would, in iact, identify and describe 
"Federal programs which gather, analyze, and disseminate bccupatibhal 
and career information." 

The U50E Office of Career Education. and the NOICC staff decided that 
the best use of the Fiscal Year 1979 funds under Sectibn 12(a) of Public 
Law 95-207 would be Jb provide for the pHritirig and distribution of 
additional copies of NOICC-Related Activit W; A Review of Fede ral 
Programs, over arid abbve the riumbjer bf copies which NOICC w^ 
been able tb pririt with its own resources. The jnanuscj-ipt for the 
publicatiori was completed and sentjtb the Government Printing Office for 
printirig in September of 1979. At that time, under the authority of 
Section 5(a)(2)(B) of Public Lav^ 95-207 ,_ the U.S. C^^ 
Education reserved Fiscal Year 1979 career education funds and made 
these funds available to supplement NOICC's printing order for the new 
publication. 

The supplementary copies printed with Fiscal Year 1979 funds under Public 
Law ^5-207 totalled 5,260. the 6,200 supplementary copies of the 290- 
page pxiblication were received by the Off ice bf Career Education bf the 
U.S. Office of Education (OCE/tJSOE) in December of 1979. Table I shows 
the manner in which the 6,200 supplementary cbpies were distributed by 
OCE/USOE. 

As indicated in Table I^ the mairi channel for distribution of the 
supplementary cbpies of NOICC-Related Activiti^^ A Review of Fed eral 
Prb&rams was ^Kbu^h the State Cbordinators of Career Education in the 
57 States and Terr itbries. It should also be notfed that OCE/USOE 
retained nearly 1,000 copies for distribution to individuals upon request, on 
the basis of a single coply, free of charge, to each requestor. 
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After the stocks of supplementary copies are exhausted, interested
